WASHINGTON, July 16.—A quarter of 
a million dollars was the estimate which 
August Belmont, testifying today before 
the Senate Committee 
campaign contributions, upon 
his contribution to the Democratic na- 
tional campaign in 194. He was not 
sure that was the sum, but was ‘“‘satis- 
tied to let it go at that.’ 

“My habit has been that if I feel 
responsible for anything, my obligation 
is not measured by dollars and cents,”’ 
said Belmont, when Senator Paynter 
esked if his large contribution em- 
barassed him. Belmont was a ‘member 
of the Campaign Executive Commitzee 
that year. 

“Did you expect anything in return in 
the event of Judge Parker's election as 
President?’’ he was asked. 

“Judge Parker fully understood from 
me,’’ Belmont said, ‘‘that there was 
nothing I could accept from his admin- 
istration if he were elected.’ My inter- 
est in the campaign was purely as a 
Democrat.” 

Reimbursed $42,000. 

Belmont told first of advancing $50,000 
to the Democratic National Committee. 
He said he had been reimbursed $42,000. 

‘fThose committees always started out 
that way,” he explained. “They ask for 
advances and then begin to raise funds. 
Later they reimbursed me so that the 
balance of $8000 only was a contribu- 
tion.”’ 

The capitalist remembered he had 
paid ‘“‘two small items’’ of $1000 each 
‘o Maurice Cucar, a Hungarian leader in 
New. York. 

Senator Jones asked Mr. Belmont for 
thé total of his contribution. The wit- 
hees thought he could not rememtber.: 

‘‘Was it more than $50,000?” 

“Oh, yes.’ 

“‘One-hundred thousand?” 

‘It must. have been more than that.” 

“Was it $250,007" pursued Senator 
Jones.

“I do remember 
one contribution, a check of $10,000 from 
Henry Havemeyer, that may have been 
in behalf of a corporation.” 

Havemeyer was the organizer of the 
Sugar Trust. Belmont said that the 
check was returned to Havemeyer, be- 
cause Chairman Taggart said the con- 
tribution was undesirable. 

“Did you solicit money from your 
friends and acquaintances?” asked Sena- 
tor Clapp. 

“Some, yes.”’ 

Mr. Belmont mentioned Mr. Freedman, 
one of “‘my directors in the Interbor- 
ough;’’ Delancy Nicoll and a Mr. Auer- 
bach as men whom he had asked to 
contribute. He said Wall street gave 
little. 

‘Who was the most active in raising 
funds?” the chairman asked. 

All Supposed to Contribute. 
. “Oh, that is a thing no one devotes 
all his time to,’’ was the reply. ‘“‘As- 
signing speakers and distributing litera- 
ture is the great work. Every Democrat 
was supposed to contribute.” 

The committee is making energetic 

cfforts to find Charles Hall, who was as- 
sistant treasurer in the 19% campaign. 
Belmont said he knew Mr. Hall slightly 
at that time, but neither had seen nor 
heard of him since 194.

A JAPANESE WIFE

APANESE husbands have no fear 
of being troubled by their mothers- 
in-law, betause the mothers of 
their wives have no right to say 

anything regarding matters of the 
household. But. Japanese wives suffer 
from the ever-watching eyes of their 
motheérs-in-law, and if there are moth- 
ers-in-law the wives have no oppor- 
tunity or excuse to escape from their 
presence and close observation. 

It is the custom of Japan that upon 
the shoulders of the eldest son the en- 
tire. family retires or dies. And with 
the eldest son and his wife live the old 
couple (if they are retired), his sisters 
and brothers and sometimes his uncles 
and aunts. When the younger sons 
marry the: move to their own houses 
and the wives of the younger sons have 
no mothers-in-law to fear. 

It is the duty of the eldest son and 
his wife to serve the mother or mother- 
in-law, and they live in the same house 
all-the time. In some cases separate 
houses are provided for the old couple, 
and they live apart from their eldest 
sons and wives, but this is only per- 
missible under special conditions, and 
generally the separation of younger arm 
elder couples is considered as the sign 
of trouble in the family. 


Under such circumstances the eld- 
est son is not much sought after by 
the parents of young girls, and the 
second or third son is always wel- 
comed as a prospective husband be- 
cause with him there will be no 
mother-in-law. 

But the eldest son, according to 
the law and custom of Japan, inher- 
its all of his father’s fortune and 
the younger sons receive practically 
nothing. In case there are no sons, 
the man who marries the _ eldest 
daughter succeeds the head of the 
family. But in that case the husband 
changes his name to that of the fam- 
ily of his wife. 

Japanese mothers-in-law are just 
the same as American mothers-in- 
law, but the Japanese mothers-in-law 
are not so demonstrative as the Amer-

Sometimes they have 
to surrender themselves to the ideas 
of the feudal period Insisted on by 
their elders. 

But what the young Japanese girls 
dread miost is not their mothers-in- 
law. It is the sisters-in-law that they 
dread and fear. As the sisters of the 
eldest son live with him his wife has 
the hard time of keeping peace with 
them. Especially when the sisters-in- 
law are older than the young wives 
they will criticize the wives meret- 
lessly, believing that they, being ~ 
older, could do much better ~_— the 
brides. 

They are dreadful, because, with 
the cruelty of mothers-in-law, they 
have the jealousy of the young girls. 
And it often happens that sisters-in- 
law are the cause of disturbance in 
the family and sometimes the =“ 
of divorce. 

Japanese mothers avoid as much de 
they can having their daughters 
marry anybody who will have 
sisters with them in their house, And 
absence of sisters-in-law sometimes 
insures the happiness of the yousg
